Just as the fire was about 
over, his wife, Pamela, returned from 
driving a Shawsheen School bus route to 
find her home destroyed. The couple em- 
braced and cried. 

At 11:14 a.m. on Tuesday, the fire de- 
partment received the call, and two

pumpers, a ladder truck, an ambulance 
and the Deputy Fire Chief’s car respond- 
ed with a total of ten men. 

When the first police cruiser arrived at 
the scene, the flames had just blown out 
a couple of the windows, flames were 
visible out of at least two of the windows, 
and the entire house was engulfed in 
smoke. 

The MclIntires purchased the home 
during the last year or so, said Police 
Chief James Johnson, and lived there 
with their two sons, Thomas, 10, and An- 
drew, 6. Throughout last summer and 
fall, the couple had done extensive interi- 
or renovations, but now, only the shell of 
their home remains. 

According to Deputy Fire Chief Robert 
J. Boush, the fire was caused by a young- 
ster playing with matches,one of which 
dropped on the floor and spread to near- 
by bedding. Boush explained that the fire 
spread to bedding material on a cot, and 
eventually the house was engulfed in 
flames.

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Plans Approved 


— For Expansion At 


Rolling Green

Tuesday night, the Planning Board 
gave its blessing to plans for the poten- 
tial expansion of the Sheraton Rolling 
Green. The board will forward its unani- 
mous approval of site plans for an addi- 
tion to the hotel, which would add 83 
units to its total occupancy without chan- 
ging the building’s footprint, to the build- 
ing inspector. 

Developers of the project will also be 
required to apply for a Special Permit 
from the Zoning Board of Appeals, be- 
cause the Rolling Green is located in a 
Shopping Center Zone, in which hotel us- 
age is not granted by right. 

According to Planner Laura Hill, who 
presented the staff's recommendations 
on the plans, a section of the front of the 
existing building will be razed and re- 
placed by the three-story addition. Park- 
ing will be expanded to correspond with 
the new occupancy total of 275 units. 

The present building, a wooden struc- 
ture, was erected in 1959. It is the central 
component of a complex that also includ- 
es a fitness club, indoor tennis courts and 
a small golf course. The only change to 
the other components that will result 
from the expansion will be the removal 
of one outdoor tennis court to accommo- 
date the increased parking. 

The board’s approval carried a num- 
ber of conditions, including a potential 
limit on the hours when materials can be 
hauled to and from the site, and the pro- 
vision that the construction cause no dis- 
turbance to adjacent residential parcels. 

Tuesday night’s meeting also included 
public hearings on seven planning arti- 
cles included in this year’s town meeting 
warrant. The articles include:

and Apartment zones, to all zones by 
Special Permit of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals.

Andover’s monthly glass drive will 
be held Saturday, Feb. 21, in the 
Town Hall parking lot right beside 
the park. Volunteers from Andover 
Recycling, Inc. will be available 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. to assist re- 
cyclers. 

Only clear and green glass bottles 
and jars should be recycled. The two 
colors are to be kept separate in 
well-marked compartments of the 
large divided rolloff bin. Labels and 
rings need not be removed and jars 
don’t have to be washed. 

Andover has recycled paper and 
glass since the early ’70s when it be- 


came apparent that landfill space 
was becoming scarce and that many 
materials being put into the ground 
could be recycled, thus saving trees 
and the extra fuel it takes to process 
raw materials into paper and glass. 
Andover’s trash does not go directly 
to a landfill now, but instead is incin- 
erated at high temperature and high 
cost to reduce the volume to a small 
quantity of ash. Every ton of recy- 
clables that can be kept out of the 
trash saves an average of at least 
$50. The town’s recycling tonnage 
has averaged 105 per month for the 
last six months.

To West Andover Site 


John H. Carroll, Jr., president of the board of 
directors of Central Catholic High School, has 
announced that the school has taken a very im- 
portant step toward its anticipated relocation to 
West Andover. The board of directors has signed 
a purchase and sale greement with the Francis- 
can Order for the purchase of the former St. 
Francis Seminary and Christian Formation 
Center, which includes approximately 100 acres 
on the south bank of the Merrimack River. The 
agreement allows CCHS 21 months to determine 
if the move can become a reality. ‘“‘We are clos- 
er than ever, but the actual move is still contin- 
gent upon some very important factors,”’ 
explains Carroll in announcing the agreement. 
The final agreement and actual relocation of the 
campus is contingent upong the sale of the exist- 
ing CCHS facilities, availability of additonal re- 
sources and the further assessment of specific 
costs relative to the move. A number of parties 
have expressed iterest in the Hampshire Street 
property and these possibilities are being pur- 
sued. Ruotolo Associates has been retained to 
conduct a feasibility study, under the direction 
of Richard Blain, senior associate, of North And- 
over, to determine the availability of additional 
funding and how to effectively secure such fund- 
ing. It will also be necessary to engage ar- 
chitects and engineers to arrive at specific cost 
estimates for the development and renovation of

the West Andover property. 

Brother Kenneth Hogan, FMS, principal, ex-

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Two Pipe Organs To Be Featured At Open House 


The Andover Organ Company, the largest and oldest 
pipe organ company in the Merrimack Valley, will host an 
open house at their shop in the rear of the historic Malden 
Mills complex, 560 Broadway, Lawrence, on Saturday, 
Feb. 14, from 1 p.m. to 5 p.m. The main entrance is at the 
clock tower of the mill. 

The Andover Organ Company is unique in that it has 
two organ building departments: one for the building of 
new instruments and another to rebuild and/or restore 
older, historical instruments. Rarely are two instruments 
set up at the same time, but an example of each depart- 
ment’s work will be on display. 

The new organ, of total mechanical action (the type of 
mechanism known to J.S. Bach) is to be sent to a city 
named after Lawrence, Massachusetts—Lawrence, Kan- 
sas—where it will be used as a teaching and recital instru- 
ment for the University of Kansas. It will be installed in 
the new Saint Lawrence Roman Catholic Center. It has 
two key boards and pedals and 22 stops. The instrument is 


The old organ was originally built in 1872 by the Boston 
Organ Company, E.&G.G. Hook and Hastings, for the 
Andover Theological Seminary which was then located on 
what is now the Phillips and Abbot Academy grounds. It 
had two keyboards and pedals and 13 stops. The organ 
was later moved to the Clinton, Connecticut Baptist 
Church, then sold to a private residence where it was 
eventually put into storage. Through the assistance of the 
Organ Clearing House in New Hampshire, it was sold to 
its current and fourth owner, the First Presbyterian 
Church of Caledonia, N.Y. The old organ department has 
been contracted to rebuild it and add two new stops. John 
Morock is in charge of the project. 

The organ case has been taken from a 19th-century in- 
strument by William Stevens. The actual organ had been 
destroyed, all pipes and action being thrown way, but the 
case remained. It is of pine, but will be refinished using a 
pre-20th century refinishing technique known as “fake 
graining.”’

The Bach concerto in this concert was one of a 
set of works for harpsichord and orchestra com- 
posed around 1730. He wrote for one, two, three 
and four harpsichords playing at once. Many of 
the pieces are actually transcriptions of earlier 
works and it is obvious that these pieces were 
composed for entertainment. They are visually 
interesting as the listerner’s eye moves from 
one soloist to the other and to the orchestra for 
the full sections.

Ice Cream Business Began Here 


By Miriam Putnam

What was probably the first ice cream busi- 
ness in New England was established in And- 
over over a century ago. 

Its proprietor was Allen Hinton, an ex-slave, 
born one of 15 children in 1834 in Raleigh, N.C., 
who came here in 1864. His future wife, Mary 
Jane Johnson, a widow with a small son, moved 
to Andover the same year. They were married 
in 1867 by the Rev. Charles Smith of South 
Church. 

Before going into business, Allen had been a 
waiter for Theological Seminary students at 
Stowe House and Mary Jane had worked as cook 
for professor Joseph Thayer of the seminary 
and laundress for Phillips Academy students. 
Around 1877, at the suggestion of a student, Al- 
len started the ice cream business with two fla- 
vors: vanilla and lemon. Using rich cream from 
their Jersey cows, Mrs. Hintons son, Charles, 
froze and Allen sold at Phillips and twice a week 
at Abbot Academy. The enterprise was an in-

The Planning Board held a public hearing on 
“Great Heron Place,” discussed the ‘Pine 
Woods” development and conducted a site plan 
review of the Marden Law Office addition propo- 
sal in addition to conducting other business at 


» their regular meeting in January. 


“Great Heron Place” is a three lot sub-divi- 
sion in a cul de sac off of Orchard St. Each home 
will have a separate driveway accessed from 
Orchard St. and will have individual water lines. 

Picwel Builders, the developer will deed 2.6 
acres of wetlands behind the development to the 
Conservation Commission. All drainage from 
the development will be routed into this wet- 
lands area. 

The developer may have to provide buffer for 
abuttors to protect them from the drainage off 
the paved area and will be responsible for the 
maintenance of the island in center of the cul de 
sac. 

Hanne Castle, 14 Orchard St., commented that 
the cul de sac is so close to the abuttors’ prop- 
erty that headlights would shine in their win- 
dows.

These two conditions restrict Marden in order 
to maintain the exterior and states that im- 
provements must keep the features of the prop- 
erty, known as the “Swift House,’”’ which is in 
the National Historical Register. 

Abuttor Dr. McArdle stated that the planned 
construction would change the exterior of a his- 
torical house, which is not allowed, according to 
his interpretation of the covenant. 

Zoliner commented that Articles Eight and 
Nine of the covenant ‘‘could be construed to ei- 
ther allow the addition or 
not...its up to the board to construe that.’’ 

Houghton asked that the Historical Society be 
requested to analyze whether or not the pro- 
posed addition would or would not meet the con- 
ditions of the covenant. Byers also asked staff to 
contact the state to see if the house is protected 
as a hstorical building even though the town 
does not have a formal historical district. 

David Riddeford, 1 Old South Lane, com- 
mented that “If this goes through, its because of 
a loophole, not misunderstanding of the intent”’ 
of the Planning Board that set the regulations 
nine years ago.

significant nurse shortages. 

The Lawrence General approach to the situa- 
tion is to increase activities in two directions: 
recruitment and professional enhancement.

Within the hospital, innovative scheduling is 
being used. One popular schedule is working 
longer shifts for a shorter work week. A plan in 
operation on a trial basis is a bonus for nurses 
who agree to work an extra weekend shift. 

Because operating room nurses are very diffi- 
cult to find, Suzanne Kendall, O.R. head nurse, 
developed a 16-week program to train nurses to 
provide surgical nursing care. This program, 
the first of its kind in the Merrimack Valley, is 
currently training four RNs and the second 
class, scheduled to begin in June, is already 
filled. 

‘“‘We asked our nurses what we could do to 
make their jobs more manageable,’ Hennessey 
says. ‘Their suggestions have been the basis for 
changes we have made on the nursing floors.” 
These changes have centerd around freeing 
nurses from activities that traditionally took 
them away from direct patient care. 

“This is an evolving process,’ Hennessey 
adds. ‘‘We have truly dedicatd and people-car- 
ing nurses at Lawrence General and intend to 
continue to explore new ways in which we can 
enhance the work environmnet for our nurses. 
We are very proud of our nurses here and feel it 
takes a special kind of person to gracefully bal- 
ance competing demands and accept the awe- 
some responsibility of caring for very sick 
people.”

Conservation Program 


Massachusetts Electric Company, a retail 
subsidiary of New England Electric System, has 
announced plans to implement a major load 
management and energy conservation program 
as part of the company’s long-range plan, 
NEESPLAN II. For the first year, New England 
Electric System is allocating $8.5 million for the 
program that will involve Mass. Electric’s 829,- 
000 retail customers, as well as retail customers 
served in Rhode Island and New Hampshire. 

According to Samuel Huntington, president 
and ctiief executive officer of New England 
Electric System, NEESPLAN II calls for pro- 
viding customers with adequate and reliable 
sorces of electricity at the lowest possible cost. 

“The key to NEESPLAN II,” according to 
Huntington, ‘is balanced planning in which we 
will use consistent economic criteria to evaluate 
options for adding new capacity to our system, 
as well as options for controlling demand by en- 
couraging conservation. Our aim is to choose 
the best mix of options to assure we minimize 
our customers’ costs.” 

Edward E. Mulligan, president of Mass. Elec- 
tric, said, ‘“This new load management and con- 
servation program will be implemented during 
1987 and will continue over a five-year period. 
This program will enable participating custom- 
ers to save money, and by 1991 should reduce the 
demand for electricity company-wide by 230 me- 
gawatts and usage by approximately 335 million 
kilowatthours per year. The bulk of this energy 
savings will be gained through the participation 
of our commercial and industrial customers.” 

For Mass. Electric’s large commercial and 
industrial customers with loads greater than 500 
kilowats, a subsidized, shared energy savings 
program using outside contractors on a compet- 
itive bidding basis is planned. As part of this 
program, customers also will be encouraged to 
develop non-subsidized cogeneration. 

For other commercial and industrial custom- 
ers, Mass.

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School Board Informed Of 
Pilot Child Care Plan 


By Karen L. Day 


The Andover Child Care Study Committee has con- 
cluded that there is significant interest on the part of And- 
over residents to establish a day care program for 
children, especially in the ‘‘after-school’’ hours. 

Study committee chairman Kenneth DeBenedictis re- 
commeded to the School Committee Tuesday evening that 
an effort be made to pilot a self-supporting school-age 
child care program, utilizing shared space in an existing 
school. 

As a long-term recommendation, the group supports the 
development and construction of a town-wide recreation 
complex that provides for child care needs from those of 
pre-school age through adolescence. 

The committee, composed of fifteen community rep- 
resentatives, began its investigation in March of last year 
following a Board of Selectmen mandate to study child 
care needs in the town. Meetings with various groups, 
including principals, leaders of model community day 
care programs and the Andover school administration fol- 
lowed, and a questionnaire was then distributed to town 
residents. 

2400 questionnaires were distributed and 462 were re- 
turned to the committee with 92 percent in favor of a day 
care program. Only 38 non-supportive responses were re- 
ceived. 

A majority of the respondents requested a five-day pro- 
gram and many asked that the program be run on no- 
school days, school vacations and minor holidays. Nearly 
80 percent wanted the program to be school district-based 
with 25 percent in favor of a centralized facility pro- 
gram—if a district-based system was not possible. 

Parents surveyed supported an average cost of $2.25— 
$3.00 an hour per child, which would pay the full costs of 
the program.

Committeeman Donald Robb expressed concern that 
certain information was not immediately available, like 
the impact of such a program on bus routes, custodial 
costs and the responsiblities that would be added to the 
school principals and staff. He added that he did not be- 
lieve that a program could be self-supporting if only $3.00 
per hour per child were charged. 

DeBenedictis explained that several model programs 
looked at in the study period were self-supporting while 
charging a minimum of $2.50 per hour and that a School 
Age Implementation grant from the state would allow for 
the investigation of any other questions. 

Superintendent of Schools Kenneth Seifert cautioned the 
committee that the obtaining of a grant may not be possi- 
ble. The state has limited funds and can only give the 
grants to the neediest of communities requesting them. 

Richard Neal, school committee member, commented 
that it is not the school committee’s responsibility to de- 
cide whether or not a day care program would be imple- 
mented, but only to analyze space requirements of such a 
program and decide if it was available from the schools. If 
and when a proposal is made, said Neal, the committee 
would have to decide if it could be implemented using 
school space. 

Robb agreed that at that time, if space is not available 
the proposal would reach a dead end, but added that if 
space were available, he would want his questions an- 
swered before approving a pilot program to begin next 
September. 

DeBenedictis stated that the concerns of the school com- 
mittee, in addition to those of the Selectmen, would be 
able to be addressed in Town Manager Kenneth Mahony’s 
investigation of a possible day care program.

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Conditions Met For Rogers 
Brook Housing Development

Following their regular meeting 
Thursday night, the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals met informally with the devel- 
opment team for the Roger’s Brook 
housing project which was allowed, with 
conditions, by the board to provide ‘‘af- 
fordable housing” in Andover. 

After the petitions were taken under 
advisement, developer Jordan Burgess 
and his staff addressed the board to clar- 
ify the conditions imposed on the permit 
and to present revised site and parking 
plans. 

One story has been added to the ‘‘affor- 
dable housing’’ building to increase the 
number of units from 23 to 28 as specified 
in the conditions of the permit. 

The developers have also designed new 
parking plans to allow the separation of 
the residential parking from the Dundee 
Office Park parking areas and required 
numbers of spaces have been allotted for 
each unit and the office park. 

Burgess added that negotiations are 
currently underway to provide for an ac- 
cess route into the development that 
would be acceptable to the board. 

Burgess will meet with board mem- 
bers periodically to submit any plan 
changes and to update the board on pro- 
gess toward the development’s comple- 


tion. 

Only three petitions were heard by the 
board during their regularly scheduled 
public hearing. 

Edward L. Powers, 75 Lovejoy Road, 
requested tht the board issue a variance 
and/or a special permit to allow him to 
build on vacant land with frontage on 
Lovejoy Road in a Single Residence B 
district. 

According to Atty. John Clary, Powers 
bought this land in 1956 and his wife pur- 
chased the adjacent land at 75 Lovejoy 
Road and they built their home on her 
parcel. 

Town maps have been showing the 
land as one for years now, but the Asses- 
sor’s Office has been taxing them as two 
separate 30,000 square foot lots with two 
separate owners. 

Powers would now like to build on his 
lot, which actually falls 2,200 square feet 
short of the required 30,000 square feet. 

Clary explained that the lot has the re- 
quired 150 foot frontage, but because of 
the lot’s trapezoid shape, it falls short in 
square footage. 

Powers purchased the land as an in- 
vestment to be developed later, when he 
and his wife retired, and would be living 
on a fixed income. Now that they have

retired, said Clary, it would be a finan- 
cial hardship not to allow Powers to 
build. 

Atty. Larry Mazonson, 1 Alonesis Way, 
at the corner of Lovejoy Road, com- 
mented that Powers personal and finan- 
cial gain from building would harm the 
rest of the homeowners in the area by 
lowering the value of their property. Ma- 
zonson commented that if Powers builds 
on that lot, the house would be “in my 
backyard.” 

“T don’t have any say in my invest- 
ment,”’ he said, ‘Why have a Zoning by- 
law if its not enforced? If its not devel- 
oped correctly, it will have an adverse 
affect on the neighborhood.”’ 

Atty. Robert O’Sullivan presented the 
petition of Jongue Choi, 9 Boston Road, 
to allow a swimming pool, already con- 
structed, which does not meet the mini- 
mum front yard setback requirements. 

The previous owner of the house put in 
the pool, 41 feet from the front lot line, in 
violation of the by-laws and had ap- 
peared before the ZBA, but his petition 
was denied, O’Sullivan commented. 

When Choi purchased the house in 
1983, the violation was not disclosed. All 
they were told by the previous owner 
was that there was ‘“‘a problem with the

neighbors.”’ 

According to O’Sullivan, Choi became 
aware of the problem only when he tried 
to sell the house. 

At this time, he is still paying the mort- 
gage on the house and is also carrying a 
bridge loan on a new home in New York. 
O’Sullivan explained that this is a great 
financial burden and that the matter 
must be settled since there is a purchase 
agreement with a buyer, contingent upon 
the settling of the matter. 

O’Sullivan also commented that the al- 
lowance for the pool would not be detri- 
mental to the amenity of the area 
because, although it is a Single Resi- 
dence C district, many of the homes 
which were built 50 or 60 years ago are 
even closer to the street than the pool. 

In the final petition, Thomas Wilson, 10 
Dascomb Road, requested a variance to 
allow the continued existance of a deck 
that does not meet rear yard setback re- 
quirements. 

According to Wilson, he hired a builder 
in 1983 to put on an addition, which in- 
cluded the deck, he said. The builder ob- 
tained the permit and put on the 
addition, but not the deck. Believing that 
the permit included the deck and was 
still valid, Wilson constructed the deck 
himself a year later. 

Recently it was brought to his atten- 
tion that the deck does not meet the re- 
quired 30 foot distance from the rear lot 
line. It extends one and one-half feet too 
close at one point and six and one-half 
feet into the setback area at another.

Joint Venture Doubted 


While Selectman Gerald Silverman’s sugges- 
tion that a Fourth of July fireworks display may 
be produced through mutual cooperation of North 
Andover may be commendable, there is doubt 
that such a venture will come to pass. 

Silverman, of course, has championed the 
cause of an Andover fireworks display for some 
time. 

He has even placed canisters throughout the 
town seeking public financial support for the holi- 
day display. 

Now, he is informed, possibly due to financial 
constraints, North Andover officials have given 
indication that they might contribute to an And- 
over fireworks display, with the show being set 
off in Andover. 


While North Andover officials may be sincere 
in their suggestion, it is doubtful if the residents 
of the community would find the idea so accepta- 
ble. 


First of all, the North Andover problem does 
not really stem entirely from _ financial 
constraints. 

The annual Fourth of July program in the 
neighboring town, successful and well-attended 
for many years, appears in jeopardy this year 
due to the resignation of long-time committee 
chairman, Frank H. Dushame, III. 

Following last year’s celebration there was 
considerable criticism over some of the activities 
that took place at the old center, over which the 
committee really had little or no control. Select- 
men called the committee in to discuss the 
matter. 

Later, Dushame said that he had been in 
charge long enough and it was time for someone 


else to take over. 

Since that time selectmen, involved with water 
problems and finding a town, manager among 
other things, haven’t come up with a new com- 
mittee chairman and time is rapidly passing to 
properly plan for the annual municipal obser- 
vance. 

So, while the combining with Andover for a 
joint fireworks display may look pleasing to 
North Andover officialdom, it seems doubtful 
that the thousands who have enjoyed the total 
program culminated with the fireworks display 
in the past will be satisfied with packing up and 
heading to Andover and the inherent traffic prob- 
lems when the holiday arrives. 

While on the subject of Andover selcetmen, it 
might be nice to point out that their next meeting 
will be a most interesting one. 

Scheduled to appear before the board are a 
group of South Andover residents seeking 
improvement in electric service. 

What makes the group interesting is the fact 
that they are coming not in anger, although enti- 
tled to feel that way, but simply to get a message 
across and request some answers. 

This particular section of town has been sub- 
jected to repeated power losses and now have 
asked officials from Massachusetts Electric Co. 
to provide them with the same type service 
afforded the rest of the community. 

Generally, community groups gather before 
municipal boards in less than calm moods in or- 
der to get their specific point across. 

The South Andover group is coming to the Feb. 
23 meeting in a calm manner to simply get their 
personal problem resolved, which is a nice, prop- 
er attitude.

Three years ago, Birch Street resident 
Howard Ponty decided that the town of 
Andover had assessed his property at too 
high a rate. So he did what a citizen is 
supposed to do under the circumstances: 
he paid his bill, then filed for a tax abate- 
fMfent within the thirty-day period appeal 
provided by the assessor’s office. 

The Board of Assessors turned down 
his abatement application for Fiscal 
Year 1985. Ponty still felt that the town 
had overvalued his property. So he took 
the next step: he filed an appeal with the 
Appellate Tax Board in Boston. 

This year, in late January, Ponty re- 
ceived three letters—one of which was 
hand-delivered by the Andover police— 
stating that his case would come to court 
on Feb. 11. He was requested to schedule 
an inspection of the property—which in- 
cluded both personal and rental hold- 
ings—and to be present during that 
inspection. Failure to cooperate, the cor- 
respondence noted, would prompt the 
town to file for dismissal. 

Town officials claim that the three- 
year delay, the manner of notification 
and the requirement that Ponty be pre- 
sent for an inspection are all business as 
usual in the state appeal process. Ponty 
claims that the delay was excessive, the 
notification abrupt and discourteous, and 
the requirement that he be present for an 
inspection unnecessary. 

Accordingly, in an appearance before 
the Andover Board of Selectmen on Mon- 
day night, Ponty accused the town of 
waiting for three years, until two weeks 
hgore his court date, to harrass him. 

onty told the board that the town had 
begun to file for a dismissal because he 
had not cooperated with their order to 
accompany an official for an inspection. 
The filing was unfair, he felt. ‘I read 
that law,’’ he said, ‘“‘and it didn’t say I 
had to attend with them.” 

Besides, he said, he had tried to coop- 
erate as well as possible. ‘‘I said they 
can look at the property any time.” He 
added that, when town officials had 
pressed the issue of accompaniment, he 
proposed two potential inspection dates. 
Neither was acceptable to the town. 

When board members asked Ponty 
what his primary complaint in the case 
was, he answered, “My complaint is the 
taste in which this was all done.”’ 

“Do you feel you were treated discour- 
teously by the town?” asked Selectman 
William Dalton. 

“T think that having the police deliver 
a letter is being treated discourteously,”’ 
Ponty answered. 

“I’m just wondering why it took three 
years,’’ mused Selectman Gerry Silver- 
man. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony ex- 
plained that a three-year delay is stan-

dard for a state appeal. As for Ponty’s 
accusation that the town was waiting un- 
til the last minute to harrass him over 
the case, Mahony said, ‘“‘We get as short 
a notice as you do. The first we found out 
about this was in late January.” 

Normally, he added, the town does not 
communicate by having the police deliv- 
er the necessary correspondence. In 
cases, such as Ponty’s, where the notice 
is especially short, he said, the town 
must use the resources it has. “I apol- 
ogize if you felt you were poorly 
treated,’’ said Mahony, ‘‘but it was the 
only alternative to my hand-delivering it 
myself.”’ 

Ponty then turned the discussion to the 
process of appeal itself. He said that he 
had asked for a copy of the state filing 
process—but that no one in the office 
knew of its existance. 

Hidden Road Resident Debbie Moggio 
said that she had, in the past, taken part 
in a citizens’ action group that had 
pushed for availability of the filing pro- 
cedure for state appeal. Such a paper 
should be obtainable from the assessor’s 
office, she said, and should include such 
pertinent facts as the length of time to be 
expected between filing and a court date. 

Moggio also asked that the state be re- 
quested to notify the town when an ap- 
peal is filed so the town could avoid last- 
minute confusion. 

Selectman Dalton answered, “I think 
what Debbie is saying is correct—right 
up to the point that the person files with 
the (state) court.”’ At that point, he con- 
tinued, the action becomes a suit—which 
is, by nature, an adversarial situation. 

“T have a bit of a problem with how far 
we go in this situation,’ agreed Mahony. 
‘When we are sued, we have to defend 
the suit—defending all citizens against 
one, or all citizens against an outsider.’’ 

Mahony added that it should fall to the 
state to publish rules for appealing, be- 
cause those rules were the state’s. 

Added Selectman Silverman, ‘‘He’s 
taken us to court, and we shouldn’t have 
to plan his defense.”’ 

However, he said, ‘‘We should do this 
positively.”

Porsche’s new model 928S 4 has become the 
company’s peak performance sports car 
through engine refinements and aerodynamic 
improvements. 

The new 9288S 4, with a five-litre, 32-valve, 
eight cylinder engine and catalytic converter 
gains 10 percent in horsepower to 316 hp and is 
now capable of a top speed on a test track of 165 
m.p.h. with manual transmission, and 162 
m.p.h. with its standard automatic transmis- 
sion. In addition, the sports car accelerated 
from 0 to 60 m.p.h. in 5.7 seconds with the man- 
ual transmission and 6.3 seconds with automatic 
transmission under test conditions. 

The increased performance comes from the 
use of optimized combustion, a redesign of the 
sports car’s resonant induction system to pro- 
vide powerful and flat torque characteristics 
across a broad range and improved aerodynam- 
ics through the redesign of the nose, tail, under- 
carriage and engine compartment. 

In addition to the resonant induction, the 928S 
4 now incorporates two electronic knock sensors 
which allow it to run on a wide octane range of 
unleaded fuels.

to operate as close as possible to optimal com- 
bustion which, in turn, result in maximum pow- 
er and fuel efficiency. 

Porsche’s engineers and designers incorpo- 
rated a new nose and front spoiler into the car 
which carries fog and driving lights and open- 
ings for engine and brake cooling. The 928S 4’s 
new tail has “wraparound” stop lights and a 
new, detachedrear spoiler to reduce lift. A belly 
pan was fitted to improve air flow beneath the 
car. 

Inside the front of the 928S 4, engineers fitted a 
computerized louver system to regulate air flow 
throughout the engine compartment. The louver 
system opens and closes based on temperatures 
in the cooling systems and, as a result, mini- 
mizes air flow internally to lower drag. 

Porsche has added more comfort features for 
drivers with a new seating adjustment, called 
Positrol, that remembers three positions for the 
driver’s and passenger’s seat and outside mir- 
rors.

met. I thought that was really great.” From there, he 
proses to racing his old Ford around the back roads in 

ermont and eventually started racing officially while in

Future plans include promoting Wall’s son John to the 
number one driving slot over the next three years and 
having younger son Bryan take over the number two car, 
at which time the senior Wall will oversee car preparation 
and racing schedules.

toward hearing loss. ‘‘When I 
started out it was considered a 
catastrophe,” she says. People 
are now better educated about 
hearing loss.” 

In 1955 when Mrs. Amore 
began her work, the standard 
hearing aid was a cumbersome 
affair connected to a body- 
carried battery pack. Now, 6 
out of 10 patients wear the “‘all 
in the ear’; others wear canal 
aids, aids with behind the ear 
attachments, or eyeglass 
models. The proper aid for a 
person, Mrs. Amore feels, 
depends largely upon the 
degree and type of hearing 
loss. 

Mrs. Amore works with all 
ages and welcomes Medicaid 
patients.

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Andover, North Andover May 
Join Forces For Fireworks

Where there’s cooperation, there may 
be fireworks. 

So saith Selectman Gerry Silverman, 
who serves as Andover’s unofficial chief 
advocate, promoter and collector of do- 
nations for a July 4 light show. “‘There’s 
a very good chance that there will be an 
Andover/North Andover fireworks dis- 
play this year,” he announced Monday 
night, at a meeting of the Board of Se- 
lectmen. 

According to Silverman, North And- 
over would like to run its own display. 
Money is tight, however; budget con- 
straints will limit the town’s ability to 
put on an impressive show this year. As 
an alternative, officials are considering 
donating funds toward a jointly pre- 
sented display in Andover. 

The reaction of Silverman’s peers to 
his announcement was less than over- 
whelming. 

“I’m ecstatic,’ said Selectman Bill 
Dalton dryly. 

Agreed Town Manager Kenneth Maho- 
ny, nodding toward Retired Fire Chief 
William Downs, who was present in the 
audience, “Note Bill’s and my enthu- 
siasm.”’

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Silverman said that his fireworks col- 
lections—garnered from marked coffee 
cans that he has placed in many down- 
town locations—have been mounting. He 
said that, if interest remains high and 
North Andover does come through, he 
might be able to withdraw his article for 
fireworks funding from this year’s Town 
Meeting warrant.

He agreed to explore the institution of a 
fitting memorial with members of the 
AMC and the Andover Village Im- 
provement Society. 

¢ Town Manager Mahony and Budget 
and Finance Director Tony Torrisi pre- 
sented their preliminary draft of the 1988 
budget, which Mahony characterized as 
conservative and “roughly an extension 
of last year’s.”” The selectmen discussed

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at length the cutting of a Police Depart- 
ment request for five new patrolmen. 

Mahony explained that the request had 
been denied because of a lack of poten- 
tial funding. “It’s hard money not to 
have,” he said, but added that the de- 
partment has all its personnel back from 
school and functioning, and that all the 
positions on the force are now filled, 
which has not been the case in other 
years. 

A Fire Department request for new 
personnel was also denied, said Mahony. 


He sald tal tne only new positions in 
the budget were those of a library custo- 
dian and an additional sewer department 
pump maintenance man. Funding for the 
latter will come from user fees, he said. 

Also discussed was the high cost of 
snow removal, and the wisdom of road 
sanding and salting. Selectman Dalton 
said that members of his constituency 
have criticized the town’s usage of salt. 
He told Mahony, ‘“‘I, for one...would like 
to see the usage of road salt curtailed.” 
He said that he would support a gradual 
decrease over time.
